Applicants' attorney stated that it would follow that the limitations of figure 
1d would be the same for figure 14, however the examiner preferred that the specification be amended to make it clear 
that the structural limitations of the position of the weight center with respect to the curved centerline of figure 1 d are 
indeed the same thus the two embodiments would be the same with respect to what is shown in figures 1d and 14 on 
this point. Claim 1 would then be supported for the new limitations as they are drawn to figure 14. 
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
